Home canning also will be en­ 
couraged because such goods will 
not be counted against ration cou­ 
pons. 
Rationing will be by points, 48 
points a person in the month of 
March, regardless of age or occupa­ 
tion. Because there still will be so 
many unrationed foods—especially 
fresh fruits and vegetables—there 
will be no diietinotion, as there is 
in Elnrope. between persons who do 
light work and heavy work. Since 
canned baby foods also are on the 
list, babies will get the same ration 
points as their elders. Ill persons 
requiring special diets will be able 
to get them on medical certificates, 
Restaurants and other public eat­ 
ing places will be limited on can­ 
ned goods but under present plans 
will n<rt collect ration coupons from 
their customers—leaving all ration 
points to be spent for home cook­ 
ing. 
To housewives, one big problem 
will be that of planning a month 
•head. For instance, at 48 points 
a person, a family of three will 
have 144 points to apend in March.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—The can opener will yield to the cook 
book after midnight Feb. 20. 
From that time until March I, when rationing starts, there will be 
no canned fruits or vegetables sold. 
Frozen fruits and vegetables, dried fruits (not dried vegetables), 
and canned soups and canned baby 4*— — -------------------------------------- 
foods also ere included in the or 
der, issued Tuesday by the office 
of price administration. 
W ith the armed forces and lend- 
lease taking, in some categories, 
half of the canned goods put up, 
the government baa ordered ration­ 
ing to assure everyone a fair share. 
Fresh fruits and vegetables will 
not be rationed and one of the 
goals of the program will be to 
compel people to do more real 
cooking 
and 
less 
can 
opening. 
Home canning also will be en­ 
couraged because such goods will 
not be counted against ration cou­ 
pons. 
- Rationing will be by points, 48 
points a person in the month of 
March, regardless of age or occupa­ 
tion. Because there still will be so 
many un rationed foods—especially 
fresh fruits and vegetables—there 
will be no distinction, as there is 
in Europe, between persons who do 
light work and heavy work. Since 
canned baby foods also are on the 
list, babies will get the same ration 
points a s their elders. Ill persons 
requiring special diets will be able 
to get them on medical certificates. 
Restaurants and other public eat­ 
ing places will be limited on can­ 
ned goods but under present plans 
will not collect ration coupons from 
their customers—leaving all ration 
points to be spent for home cook­ 
ing. 
To housewives, one big problem 
will be that (rf planning a month 
ahead. For instance, a t 48 points 
a person, a family of three will 
have 144 points to spend in March. 
Each can, bottle or package on 
the new ration list will have a 
“point value”—perhaps IO points 


for a medium size can of peas, 7 
points for a can of spinach, 8 points 
for a half-pound package of raisins, 
etc. These figures are only ex­ 
amples. The real list of values 
won’t be made public until after 
Feb. 20 to prevent anyone from 
hoarding the items which will be 
most expensive in point values. 
Inventory Of Pantries Necessary 
When she learns these values, 
the housewife will be advised to 
figure out how she wants to spend 
her points for the family. Just as 
she shops for economical foods on 
a money basis, she will be expected 
to spend her points so that they go 
farthest in satisfying both the nu­ 
trition 
and taste needs of her 
family. 
The first task of all household­ 
ers will be to inventory their pan­ 
tries as of midnight Feb. 20. 
OPA 
advises 
this 
procedure: 
Empty the cupboards onto a table. 
Put away the unrationed foods. 
such as macaroni, olives, canned 
milk, chili, home-canned goods, etc. 
Then put away the rationed cans 
or packages which contain less than 
8 ounces each. These are mostly 
small cans of baby food. Then put 
away five cans or packages for 
every member of the family, pay­ 
ing no attention to the size or con­ 
tents of the food. The number of 
cans or packages left on the table 
must be reported to the clerk who 
will issue the ration book during 
the six days beginning Feb, 22.

Preliminary steps toward giv 
fng all hourly paid employes of the 
city of Wellsville an increase in 
wages w’ere taken by city council 
Tuesday night when it requested 
necessary legislation bb brought in 
at the meeting Feb. 16 
Councilmen agreed with the rec 
ommendation of Denver Todd of 
the finance committee that a 7J 
cents hourly raise be given all 
such city workers. Mr. Todd’s re­ 
port was made in response to ooun 
cil’g request two weeks ago for the 
I finance committee to investigate if 
it is possible to give a raise re 
quested by Safety-Service Director 
Gluth for employes of the water 
and street departments and the til 
tration plant operators. 
Filtration Men Excluded 
Council’s action did not provide 
for the filtration workers, who re 
ceive salaries, which brought from 
Mr. Gluth the question as to how 
they will be taken care of, 
Gus Storck asked Mr. Todd if 
these men had been considered in 
the wage increases given to the 
hourly men. 
To this query Mr. 
Todd replied that it included only 
the hourly men. 
Mr. Gluth said the men object to 
furnishing their own transportation 
for the present salary and he has 
had to replace several men who 
have gone to other jobs with high 
er pay during the last year. He said 
he feels that it would be cheaper 
for the city to give the men a 
raise and furnish their own trans­ 
portation than for the city to pro­ 
vide it. 
The suggestion was offered by 
Charles Stewart if it would be 
sufficient to compensate the men 
for the use of their car instead of 
giving them a raise. 
The matter 
was referred to the finance com­ 
mittee for further consideration. 
Tim e Change Opposed 
On other business, council went 
on record against the change from 
war time—up for final action this 
week in the state legislature ap­ 
proved transfer of funds to meet 
relief expenses, discussed matters 
in connection with the flood walls, 
and passed on minor matters. 
The question of Charles Russell 
put to Mayor Clarence H. Peters 
as to whether the civil service com­ 
mission has done anything in re­ 
gards to holding an examination 
for meter reader and flood wall in­ 
spector was the signal for much 
discussion. 
Councilmen objected at the meet­ 
ing Jan. 19 to being criticized by 
the army engineers for not having 
hired a caretaker for 
the 
flood 
walls before the December flood. 
They declared the necessary legis­ 
lation defining the duties of the 
meter reader and flood wall in­ 
spector had been passed Dec. I and 
it is up to the civil service com­ 
mission to hold the exam. 
Mayor Peters informed council 
that the commission was ready to 
go ahead when council determines 
what kind of a job is proposed. 
Mr. Russell replied that council 
has passed a resolution whereby 
there would he a man to organize 
a group to take care of the flood 
wall units during an emergency 
but he said there had been an ob­ 
jection to the combination of me­ 
ter reader and inspector. 
He said that no matter what city 
employe is given the job he would 
be under the service director. 
A suggestion was offered by Mr. 
Stewart that if the term meter 
reader seemed to be objectionable. 
he could be called inspector of 
city equipment and the service di­ 
rector could add other duties to 
the job. 
Mayor 
Explains 
At this point Mayor Peters ex­ 
plained that IO days ago a spokes­ 
man from the army engineer’s 
office in Pittsburgh, who was in 
Wellsville looking over the 24th 
st. pump station to check on re­ 
pairs needed, had said that the 
legislation drawn up Dec. I would 
not be satisfactory to the U. S. 
army office. 
The army engineer had said that 
a man might be able to pass the 
civil service examination with the 
highest grade and still not be 
capable of forming an organization 


told council that the army engi­ 
neers are asking for information 
as to what kind of right-of-way 
the city has to the west end flood 
wall. In urging council to submit 
a proposition to the engineers as 
soon as possible, he offered two 
suggestions — down Carbon alley 
over the flood wall and on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Co. prop 
erty, or down the General Sand 
and Supply Co. property, over the 
flood wall and on the Pennsyl 
vania Railroad Co. property. 
A motion made by Mr. Russell 
and seconded by W. J. Haugh atip 
ulated that the street and light 
committee with Mr. Gluth investi 
gate the situation at the proper 
time and that the engineers he 
informed that the matter is being 
given consideration. 
Future needs for the operation 
and maintenance of the flood walls 
will be taken care of through 
special fund, known as the “flood 
wall fund”, and the appropriation 
and transfer of $1,000 from the 
general fund was established by 
the passage of an ordinance under 
suspension of rules. 
Passage of a resolution providing 
for the transfer of money from 
the water fund to pay relief ex 
penses incurred in 1942 was held 
up for a short time when Joe Fin 
ney raised the question whether 
it ie proper to pass the resolution 
with the amount to be transferred 
left undesignated. The legislation 
called for an appropriation of 
percent of the gross water reve­ 
nue for 1942 but did not state the 
exact sum. 
Finney Not Satisfied 
Mr. Finney was not satisfied 
with the explanation by Mr. KneP- 
per that the 3 percent clause was 
definite enough. When he inquired 
what the receipts were City Audi 
tor Earl Shoub reported the 1942 
receipts were $2,929.08, and after 
the sum, $976.36, was inserted 
the resolution was passed under 
suspension of rules with the as 
sent of all seven councilmen. 
Another resolution which called 
for the issuance of bond® without 
an election to meet $5,200 worth 
of notes held by the sinking fund 
trustees, was passed under 
bus 
pension of rules. The $5,200 coy 
ers the purchasing of flood wall 
property borrow pit and real estate 
for flood wall No. 2. 
Mr. Stewart introduced a motion 
that council go on record as op­ 
posing a change in 
war time 
since it would cause confusion 
when nearby states are not chang­ 
ing their time, while retaining 
war time would give the working 
men an extra hour to work in 
Victory gardens. 
Mr. Russell seconded the mo­ 
tion and Mr. Todd, Mr. Stewart.

Vagrant Law Discussed 
Mayor Peters asked council to 
consider broadening an ordinance 
which deals with vagrants and 
provides that they must work at 
day labor if they fail to pay a 
fine. He said he thought that, the 
measure should be extended to 
include any violator of any city 
ordinance and suggested that a 
copy of East Palestine's ordinance 
be studied. 
Mr. Knepper was instructed to 
send for a copy of the East Pal­ 
estine ordinance, which provides 
that any violator unable to pay a 
fine be allowed to work It out at 
$1.50 a day. 
A report for January submitted 
by Mayor Peters showed that he 
collected $449.90 in fines, a ma­ 
jority of which were for traffic 
violations. 
One person wa* com­ 
mitted to the county Jail In lieu 
of payment of fine.

Respond To 316 Alarm s 
Firemen responded to 316 alarms 
during tile year, according to the 
chief's annual report, which is al­ 
most an average of one-a-day for 
the whole year. 
Of this total, 282 of the alarms 
were telephoned to the stations, 
16 were received from alarm box­ 
es, 16 were received verbally and 
two were received from the spe­ 
cial fire call bells located at three 
points In the city. 
The fires originated In every 
kind of building In the city from 
boats to churches and from gas 
stations to restaurants, according 
to the report. 
There were 97 calls for fires in 
private 
dwellings 
and 
61 
auto 
fires. 
The next largest number 
were grass fires, 56 of those and 6 
grocery stores had a “hot” year. 
In garages. IO fires broke out 
during 1942 with firemen fearing 
many more” as the gas storage 
hazard increases. 
11 Fires From Rubbish 
There were ll “dump” fires re­ 
sulting from rubbish heaps and 
two fires in department stores. 
Three fires were reported in 
shanties”, one in pastry shop, one 
In a tea shop, one in an electric 
shop, one in a dairy store, one in a 
church, one in a "beer parlor”, one 
in a lodge room and one resulting 
from a motorcycle. 
Fires in. at, or around a chicken 
coop, barber shop, crane, school, 
bus, boat, tree, and railroad tie 
accounted for the remainder of 
the 316 alarms. 
Three fires were reported in pot­ 
teries during the year, one in an 
apartment house, one in an office 
building, one in a tent, one in a 
shelter house, one in a storage 
building and others in tool sheds, 
coal bins and rooming houses. 
April Is Busiest Month 
April was the busiest month for 
the fire department. 
Forty-three 
of the 316 alarms were turned In 
during that month. November was 
next with a total of 35 calls. 
Other monthly calls were: Janu­ 
ary, 30; December. 30; February, 
20; March, 23; May. 28; June. 13; 
July. 29; August. 17; September, 
17 and October, 22. 
According to Mr. Bryan’s report, 
the causes of 102 of these fires 
were unknown. 
14 False Alarm s Received 
Of the other 214 alarms an­ 
swered, 14 were false alarms, 29 
were fires from short circuits. 22 
were chimney fires resulting from 
soot, 13 were chimney fires result­ 


ing from defective construction and 
15 were fires caused by cigarets. 
Fourteen fires were caused by 
smoking furnaces and 13 by car­ 
buretor backfires. Six fires result­ 
ed 
from children playing with 
matches and two from bonfires. 
Gasoline cans catching fire ac­ 
counted for two alarms and other 
gasoline accidents accounted for 
more than five fires. 
A 
kerosene s t o v e explosion 
caused one alarm, and someone 
took life, limb and property into 
his own hands and went “hunting 
a gas leak with a match,” accord­ 
ing to one report. 


Combustion Starts Blaze 
The favorite of chemistry stu­ 
dents, 
spontaneous 
combustion, 
accounted for ene fire and “meat 
boiled dry and caught fire”, caus­ 
ing another. 
A burning birds’ nest called the 
firemen 
once, 
defective 
brakes 
were cause for another alarm and 
a blow torch for still another fire. 
Stove, rubbish and ash fires ac­ 
counted for the remainder of the 
alarms. 
In putting out these fires the 
station companies. East End, Cen 
tra^and North Side, used 129 gal 
Ions of chemicals and thousands 
of feet of hose and ladders. 
But the fire department wasn’t 
called only for fires, the report re­ 
vealed. 


Rescue Child From W ell 
Extra-curricular activity the de­ 
partment was called on to perform 
included rescuing a child who had 
fallen down a well, rescuing 
drunken man from a sewer, taking 
a mad cat from a house, tw’o calls 
to treat burns, one call to get a 
young lady out of a tree and five 
calls for leaking refrigerators. 
The climax was reached when 
the department was called out to 
preside at a child-birth at which 
resuscitator equipment was need 
ed! 
Other “oddities in the alarm 
box” had the firemen clanging 
down streets to right a small 
house that had been blown over 
in the wind, out down a flagpole 
struck by lightning and do flood 
rescue and relief work in coopera­ 
tion with the Red Cross and city 
authorities. 
The department had seven re­ 
suscitator calls and was asked 
seven times during the year to put 
ropes in flag pulleys. 
Here's Personnel For Y ear 
The personnel which dealt with

Edward J. Flynn Bows Out 


?T is unfortunate that circumstances dictated with­ 
drawal of the nomination of Edward J. Flynn to 
b e United States minister to Australia. Theer Is no 
time to waste on political sq uab b ling. Bift the cir­ 
cumstances were overwhelming. 
Popular response to the naming of Mr, Flynn was 
unfavorab le. It was q uickly evident that many Amer­ 
icans thought President Roosevelt had affronted 
national dignity b y appointing a man chiefly dis­ 
tinguished 
by service in organisation politic* and 
lacking outstsnding q ualifications for a diplomatic 
post. 
Congressional reaction similarly was b ad. While 
Mr. Flynn may charge that Repub licans b locked 
confirmation of his nomination, that fact is that 
Repub licans could not have prevailed without the 
support of dissident Democrats who b olted party 
discipline in a m atter that amounted to a test of 
their wfllingness to support Democratic leadership.

I have b een inq uiring into the cause# of ab eentoe* 
ism among employe* and ludustrlal experta and they 
have many different explanations. One that 
I am 
inclined to depreciate puts the b lame on the fair 
» ex. Since the days of Eve. eoroeone always has b een 
reedy to Indict the fair sex for our Ills, 
However, the party who put the finger on the 
ladies In connection with ab senteeism wa* charitab le 
in b is indictment. He said he easily could understand 
the mood of a lady who has b een slaving at house­ 
work day in and day out In one of our Induetrial 
communities where the housing conditions ere gen­ 
erally pretty b ad and opportunities ter diversion 
practically nil. 
S 
HE yearns for a little relaxation, so when her 
husb and comes home with his wartime pay In 
his kick, it IB natural for her to suggest a recese. 
perhaps a trip to a more inviting city and following 
the recess her old man may not feel like going to 
work again for a few dasrg. though how the lady feels 
this party did not state. Thus we have one form of 
ab senteeism. 
Personally, I doub t that the explanation i-overs any 
considerab le numb er of ab sentees. It has b een my 
ob servation that most ladies hate to see their hus­ 
b ands loafing when work Is availab le. They love 
to roust the b oys out o’ mornings and send them 
packing to their daily toil. The average lady is 
wedded to a pay check and shudders at the thought 
of b eing out off therefrom. 
But of course the war b oom ha.s changed a lot of 
things. The fear of b eing fired for not showing up 
for work has b een eliminated b y the employer's 
necessity for hands. The fat pay checks encourage 
the natupal-b om drifters who like to work Just a few 
days in one place and then move on to the next. 
No one ever ha« b een ab le to figure a cure for that 
kind in wartime or any other time. 
W 
HILE it is true that b ig wages are b eing paid 
workers in war industries as compared to the 
peacetime scale, money Is not everything even to 
a poor man. and it seems to me that one of the 
causes for ab senteeism could b e the uninviting con­ 
ditions that « urround workers in many places. 
W e agree that our workers are Just as im portant 
as our soldiers—the one cannot exist without the 
other—and yet we make every effort to divert and 
amuse the soldiers and pay little attention to the 
workers. I think some of our organized effort la 
b ehalf of the workers m ig^t help ab ate the ab sen­ 
teeism. 
There are industrial oommunJties In this country 
where, despite the pay, living conditions are such 
that if found applying to soldiers would arouse the 
greatest criticism. A b ig pay check does not fully 
compensate a toiler if he and his wife and children 
are deprived of the ordinary comforts and conven­ 
ience« of life and of amusement and the means of 
relaxation.

:rT there is going to be a German "peace offensive", 
* its advance scouting parties probably will go 
toto action this winter. Tell-tale evidence ie found 
in an Associated Press release quoting Stockholm 
•'sources’' to the effect that a military Junta In Ger­ 
many is awelting the right time to liquidate the 
Uncle and sue for peace on a basis of pre-Hitler 
policies, with perhaps a minor territorial conces­ 
sion In Africa. 
This would leave Germany’s military establish­ 
m ent intact, except for the damage wrought by the 
K ossians and Allied forces In Africa. It would give 
the military clique the same opportunity it ex­ 
ploited in the period after World war I to claim 
that Germany had not been beaten fairly. It would 
leave the population of Germany with undiminished 
enthusiasm for the credo of aggression as a national 
policy. 
It would leave the Nisi*, themselves, in a po­ 
tentially strong position Inside the country, and 
worst of all It would leave the m ilitarists In a posi­ 
tion to elAlm that Germany had not been betrayed 
by the nefarious plotting and arrogrant ruthlessness 
of their claes. They could point again to the fact 
that the violent consequence* of their deeds had 
been confined to territory outside Germany, with 
the exception of damage from serial bombing. Even 
In that, they coaid argue, the balance wee In their 
favor. 
If there i are any casualties from this kind of 
"peace offensive", they remain to be reported. A 
few days ago in the momentous conference a t Casa­ 
blanca It was agreed by President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill that Garmany’s surrender 
would have to he unconditional. That apparently is 
Russia's conviction, too. 
Under any eoneeivabla plan of unconditional sur­ 
render Germans would not be permitted to evade 
the consequences of their latest outburst of ag­ 
gression by a few adroit political manipulations that 
would leave the same military clique in control or 
a new batch of political front men. Hitler by any 
other name would be Just se Intolerable.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’a safe return to Wash-

another by going abroad in wartime. He has used 
aviation to bridge the distance between the leader­ 
ship of like-minded nations in a critical time.

a favorable portent for closer cooperation through 
better understanding. 
Prime Minister Churchill previously had flown 
from London to Moscow to confer with Joseph 
Stalin. Flight has made it possible for China s 
allies to keep in touch with that nation's remote 
capital at Chungking. 
The Casablanca conference, which brought I he 
leadership of Great Britain, the United States and 
France together with maximum speed and minimum 
risk, could have included the leadership of Russia 
and China, had Stalin and Generalissimo L'hiang 
Kai-shek chosen to be present. 
The potentialities are great. Lack of first-hand 
information, due to handicaps of distance ami time, 
always has been the handicap of leadership, both 
in peacetime and wartime. From King Alfred the 
Great going about among his peasant! in disguise 
to Franklin I). Roosevelt reviewing troops in Africa 
is an historical Jump of * thousand years, but in 
•ach case the motive is the same; To obtain first­ 
hand information. The airplane now has brought 
the remotest point on earth within a few hours’ 
traveling time. The impact on human affairs is in­ 
calculable. 


|N VIEW of what was auld In 
I Berlin Saturday we may remind 
ourselves that for 50 years Ger­ 
many has had two policies toward 
Russia: To marry Russia or kill

I dislike to tear apart these 
happy illusions, but the years of 
icy feet and pink-tipped nose are 
too recent to forget, even living in 
the luxury of 65 degrees. 
In England, unless one’s home 
has attained the height of civil­ 
ization known as central heating, 
the focal point of life throughout 
autumn, winter, spring and often 
summer, la the fire. 
The provincial and slightly lees

schools offer a serious 
problem.

be­

Some Persons Are Trying To Blame 


The Ladies, But There Seem Better 


Excuses Than The Eternal Eve

A 
BSENTEEISM Is a new ailment that bae beset 
our industrial effort and I* causing much gab 
and no little concern among the m aster minds of the 
nation. W hat it amounts to ie the thing you knew 
In your achoo! days as playing hookey. It is staying 
away from the job without notice and without per* 
mission. 
Absenteeism la said to have developed Into a lose 
of million! of working hours a month, and naturally 
It tenda to reduce war productien. W hat to do about 
it is the problem that is causing insomnia among the 
m aater minds aforesaid. Only a short time ago the 
big problem wa* no work for idle hands. Now it is 
no idle hands for the work. 
I have been Inquiring into tha cause# of absentee­ 
ism among employes and industrial experts and they 
have many different explanations. One that I am 
inclined to depreciate put* the blame on the fair 
sex. Since the days of Eve. someone always bas been 
ready to indict the fair sex for our ills. 
However, the party who put the finger on the 
ladle# in connection with absenteeism was charitable 
in his indictment. He said he easily could understand 
the mood of a lady who has been slaving a t house­ 
work day in and day out in one of our Industrial 
communities where the housing conditions are gen­ 
erally pretty bad and opportunities tor diversion 
practically nil. 
S 
HE yearns for a little relaxation, so when her 
husband comes home with his wartime pay in 
his kick, it is natural for her to suggest a recess, 
perhaps a trip to a more inviting city and following 
the recess her old man may not feel like going to 
wark again for a few days, though how the lady feel* 
this party did not state. Thus we have one form of 
absenteeism. 
Personally, I doubt that the explanation rovers any 
considerable number of absentees. It has been my 
observation that most ladies hate to see their hus­ 
bands loafing when work is available. They love 
to roust the boys out O’ mornings and send them 
packing to their daily toil. The average lady is 
wedded to a pay check and shudders at the thought 
of being out off therefrom. 
But of oouree the w ar boom has changed a lot of 
things. The fear of being fired for not showing up 
for work has been eliminated by the employer's 
necessity for hands. The fat pay checks encourage 
the natural-born drifters who like to work just a few 
days in one place and then move on to the next. 
No one ever baa been able to figure a cure for that 
kind in wartime or any other time. 
W 
HILE it Is true th at big wages are being paid 
workers in war industries as compared to the 
peacetime scale, money is not everything even to 
a poor man, and it seems to me that one of the 
causes for absenteeism could be the uninviting con­ 
ditions that surround workers In many places, 
We agree th at our workers are just as important 
as our soldiers—the one oannot exist without the 
other—and yet we make every effort to divert and 
amuse the eoldiers and pay little attention to the 
workers. I think some of our organized effort in 
behalf of the workers migtyt help abate the absen­ 
teeism. 
There are industrial communities In this country 
where, despite the pay, living conditions are such 
that if found applying to soldiers would arouse the 
greatest criticism. A big pay check does not fully 
compensate a toiler if he and his wife and children 
are deprived of the ordinary comforts and conven­ 
ience# of life and of amusement and the means of 
relaxation.

Oh shucks, the old boy can replace his sons 
in the army and his hired man in the war plant 
with a couple of school girls, can’t he? Oh yes and 
speaking of farming, he wouldn’t mind slipping 
them a quarter of beef, a small hog, a gallon of 
cream and a couple pounds of home-made butter, 
no doubt.

Sulfadiazine beat ally In fight 
on pneumonia, 
Th is is pneu monia weather and 
we are mov ing into the eea- 
sonal peak period of this once- 
dreaded disease. 
We face it with 
a great deal more confidence in 
onr ability to control it than ev er 
before. 
In 19 20 the mortality 
from pneu monia was abou t 30 to 
40 percent; in 19 30 It was abou t 
20 to 25 percent bu t in the last 
few y ears it has dropped to 7 per­ 
cent. 
This 7 percent Inclu des old peo­ 
ple, children, inv alids v ery sick 
with other diseases, and those 
who hav e been neglected in the 
early stages of ex posu re to inclem­ 
ent weather after the Infection 
got started. The mortality in this 
grou p, therefore, can hardly be 
redu ced. 
Pneu monia has been called the 
old man’s friend becau se it re­ 
mov es him from the earth when 
life becomes a bu rden, and there 
is su ch a thing as terminal pneu ­ 
monia, which occu rs in cancer and 
heart disease and which is really 
a blessing in disgu ise. 
Mortality Of Pneumonia 
This great change in the mor­ 
tality 
of 
pneu monia 
has 
been 
brou ght abou t entirely by the u se 
of the new su lfa compoiu nds, which 
really work wonders in pneu monia. 
The redu ction in mortality be­ 
tween 19 20 and 19 30 was du e prob­ 
ably to the u se of ox y gen and the 
u se of au ti-pneu raococcic seru m, 
bu t neither of these, or both com­ 
bined. is as su ccessfu l as the u se 
of one of the su lfa compou nds 
alone. 
As a matter of fact, ex ­ 
cept for rest and nu rsing care, in 
most of the hospitals with which 
I am acqu ainted, nothing is done 
for the pneu monia patients ex cept 
to giv e them good doses of the eu l- 
fa dru gs with the calm ex pecta- 
ticra that they will nearly alway s 
recov er. 
The su lfanomide dru gs were in­ 
trodu ced into practice abou t 19 35. 
The first one to be u sed was 
called prontosil, which was a col­ 
loid. 
This was qu ickly Improv ed 
by obtaining a ci-y stalllne produ ct 
called su lfanilamide. Improv ements 
hav e t^ontinu ed In the manu factu re 
of these produ cts and there arc 
now fiv e which hav e qu ite differ­ 
ent u ses: su lfanilamide, su lfapy ri- 
dine, su lfagu anidine, su lfathazole 
and su lfadiazine. 
Sulfadiazine 
It is su lfadiazine which has been 
fou nd to be of the greatest bene­ 
fit In pneu monia, althou gh three of 
the others work v ery well also. 
Su lfadiazine, 
howev er, 
combines 
the highest powers of anagonism 
to the pneu monia germ and the 
lowest tox icity , or ill effect, on the 
patient. 
The only objection to it 
at the present time is its ex pense, 
which is higher than that of any 
of the other su lfonamide produ cts. 
I say "antagonism to the pneu ­ 
monia germ” becau se we do not 
know ex actly bow these produ cts 
work. 
They do not ex actly kill 
the germ, bu t they seem to stop 
its activ ity . The pay ent’s own im­ 
mu ne processes then come to the 
rescu e and kill or remov e the 
germ from the body . These dru gs 
hav e fu lfilled an old dream of the 
medical profession: to obtain 
a 
chemical which will be antagonis­ 
tic to germ life and not harmllu l 
to the hu man host.

Council Meets With School, 


Church Heads On Ban 


Voluntary enforcement of Chee- 
fer'e curfew was discussed Mon 
day night at council meeting after 
a committee of church and school 
leaders appeared with complaints 
that children are on the streets 
after the IO p. rn. ban. 
The committee, headed by Lew 
W. Hannen, principal of Central 
school, explained that groups of 
boys and girls of school and pre 
school age were appearing on the 
streets until the small hours of 
the morning. 
Hannen Cites Cases 
Mr. Hannen told of cases where 
echool-age children were seen out 
as late as 2 a. rn., and of an in 
stance where two 5-year-old boys, 
unaccompanied by their parents, 
were on the streets at l l at night. 
He asserted the theater man­ 
ager said he had been compelled 
at closing time to evict children 
who had been in the show since 
before 7 p. rn. They had been left, 
by their parents, he explained, 
until they were ready to call for 
them. 
In discussing the problem, May­ 
or Harry Abrams declared: 
T his is not the 
only town 
In the United States with this 
problem, hut we are faced with a 
peculiar situation. The ordinance 
controlling curfew was passed in 
IMI, and since that time laws 
governing 
juvenile 
delinquency 
have changed. The mayor cannot 
fine a child under 18 years of 
age. It is a case for the justice 
of peace and Juvenile courts.” 
Council decided it was a prob­ 
lem for the parents, but voted to 
cooperate with the committee in 
its effort to clear up the situation. 
Ask Parents Help 
The assistance of parents will 
be asked in enforcing the curfew, 
and Police Chief Floyd 
Lyons 
will request children to stay off 
the streets after IO p. rn., unless 
accompanied by parents. 
W. J. Ingram, city solicitor, said 
there are few cases of real delin­ 
quency in Chester, and there are 
no gangs of boys indulging in 
petty crimes. 
Council agreed to accept the pro­ 
posal of War Materials, Inc., of 
Cincinnati regarding 
the lifting 
of streetcar rails from city streets, 
as the work has been stopped by 
the abandonment of the WPA. 
The date of continuance has not 
been decided.

Sulfadiazine best ally in fight 
on pneumonia. 
r 
HIS is pneumonia weather and 
we are moving into the sea­ 
sonal peak period of this once- 
dreaded disease. 
We face it with 
great deal more confidence in 
our ability to control it than ever 
before. 
In 1920 the mortality 
from pneumonia was about 30 to 
40 percent; in 1930 it was about 
20 to 25 percent hut in the last 
few years it has dropped to 7 per­ 
cent. 
This 7 percent includes old peo­ 
ple, children, invalids very sick 
with other diseases, and those 
who have been neglected in the 
early stages of exposure to inclem­ 
ent weather after the infection 
got started. The mortality in this 
group, therefore, can hardly be 
reduced. 
Pneumonia has been called the 
old man’s friend because it re­ 
moves him from the earth when 
life becomes a burden, and there 
is such a thing as terminal pneu­ 
monia, which occurs in cancer and 
heart disease and which is really 
a blessing in disguise. 
Mortality Of Pneumonia 
This great change in the mor­ 
tality 
of 
pneumonia 
has 
been 
brought about entirely by the use 
of the new sulfa compounds, which 
really work wonders in pneumonia. 
The reduction in mortality be 
tween 1920 and 1930 was due prob 
ably to the use of oxygen and the 
use of anti-pneumococeic serum, 
but neither of these, or both com­ 
bined. is as successful as the use 
of one of the sulfa compounds 
alone. 
As a matter of fact, ex­ 
cept for rest and nursing care, in 
most of the hospitals with which 
I am acquainted, nothing is done 
for the pneumonia patients except 
to give them good doses of the sui 
fa drugs with the calm expecta­ 
tion that they will nearly always 
recover. 
The eulfanomide drugs were in­ 
troduced into practice about 1936. 
The first one to be used was 
called prontosil, which was a col­ 
loid. 
This was quickly improved 
by obtaining a crystalline product 
called sulfanilamide. Improvements 
have continued in the manufacture 
of these products and there are 
now five which have quite differ­ 
ent uses: sulfanilamide, sulfapyri- 
dine, ftulfaguanidine, sulfathazole 
and sulfadiazine. 
Sulfadiazine 
It is sulfadiazine which has been 
found to be of the greatest bene­ 
fit in pneumonia, although three of 
the others work very well also. 
Sulfadiazine, 
however, 
combines 
the highest powers of antagonism 
to the pneumonia germ and the 
lowest toxicity, or ill effect, on the 
patient. 
The only objection to it 
at the present time is its expense, 
which is higher than that of auy 
of the other sulfonamide products. 
I nay "antagonism to the pneu­ 
monia germ” because we do not 
know exactly how these products 
work. 
They do not exactly kill 
the germ, but they seem to stop 
its activity. The patient’* own im­ 
mune processes then come to the 
rescue and kill or remove the 
germ from the body. These drugs 
have fulfilled an old dream of the 
medical profession: to obtain a 
chemical which will be antagonis­ 
tic to germ life and not harmful 
to the human host.

More than 23,000 recorded hours of volunteer work wore contributed 
to various Red Cross war and home relief divisions by hundreds of dis­ 
trict men and women during 1942. 
The staggering figure—which represents only partial accounts from 
tome groups and cannot be considered as the total of all volunteer 
work hours—was revealed In m ore* -------------------------------------------------- 
than a dozen committee reports 
submitted Monday night at the 
first Red Cross board of directors’ 
meeting of 1943. 
Volunteers In sewing, knitting, 
canteen work, Junior Red Cross 
and flood relief piled up hours of 
payless contribution, It was shown 
in long rows of figures kept by 
the supervisors of 
the 
various 
committees, 
Figure May Ba Doubled 
Many 
newlyorganlaed 
groups, 
Including the Nursse’ Aides and 
the motor corps, which have not 
yet submitted reports, are expect­ 
ed to boost the record figure to 
nearly 
double 
Its 
present 
size 
when all accounts of work hours 
are submitted. 
Two women In the knitting di­ 
vision accounted for 2,635 hours 
between them. 
They were Mr*. Anna Campolo 
who has devoted 1,303 hours to 
knitting for the Red Cross and 
Mrs. Anna Howard who holds the 
high mark of 1,332 hours of knit­ 
ting service. 
Other volunteers, particularly In 
the surgical dressings group, had 
sim ilar records of long service. 
The surgical dressings group, with 
more than 200 workers, contribut­ 
ed 9,476 hours to the recorded 
total. 
No Record In Many Cases 
Red Cross officials pointed out 
that in some cases It Is Impossi­ 
ble to compute the hours of serv­ 
ice and that In other cases, groups 
were not required to keep records 
of hours.

Extra labor, with the 10-cents 
raise, now is 70 for work in the 
cemetery and 60 in the water de­ 
partment. 
Lew McGee is waterworks su­ 
perintendent; John Woods, assist­ 
ant: Frank Flugan, cemetery su­ 
perintendent, and Ralph Rogers, 
clerk.

Then add three whole tomatoes 
peeled and cut in pieces, teaspoon 
sugar, the w ater from the noodles. 
a dash of black pepper and one- 
half teaspoon or more of salt as 
needed. Boil gently for 20 minutes. 
Add the drained noodles and sim­ 
mer for IO minutes. Serve hot with 
grated cheese.
